The Senate* m et in revu.ar 6essiou at 10 a. m., 
President Mansfield in th e chair. 
Roll called and % quorum present-. 
The journal of yesterday was road and approved. 
The Chair announced as the C om m ittee of Frco 
Conference on Senate Bill No. 118— am ending Part 
1. of th e Code of Civ il Procedure—Me3©rs. Johnson, 
H ittell and W endell. 
SPTCfAL ORDER. 
The Senate took up Senate Bill No. 354—An Act 
to add a new section to the Political Code, to be 
know n as Section ltílS, relating to sa aries of school 
teachers in cities having 100,000 inhabitants or more 
(by Mr. T .ajlor). 
The bill was read a third tim e at length and 
passed bj* a vote of 29 ayes to 7 noes. 
Mr. Moreland gave notice that ho would file a 
protest against th e passage of the bill, as being uu 
constitutional and wrong m principle. 
Mr. West joined in the notice. 
A CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION. 
Mr. J ohnson subm itted the follow ing m inority re­ 
port on Senate Bill No. 393: 
Sen ATS C iia m r b r, March 11,1830. 
Mr. P resid en t: 
The undersigned, a m inority of 
th e Judiciary Com m ittee, to whom was ^referred 
Senate Bill No. 393— An Act entitled an A ct to 
authorize D. M. Ken field to sue the State of Califor­ 
nia—respectfully d issents from the m ajority report 
of said com m ittee, and upon th e follow ing grounds : 
The bill is to allow I). M. Kenfield to sue the State 
for the recovery of th e sal-try of the office of State 
Controller, to which office he claims to have been legal­ 
ly elected to, and hence law fully entitled to the sal­ 
ary attached thereto. 
The m ajority of the Judiciary 
C om m ittee reject the bil! as being against the nine­ 
teenth subdivision of Section 25 of A rticle X. of the 
Constitution, which reads, “ The Legislature shall 
not pass local or special laws 
* 
* 
granting 
to any corporation, association or individual any 
special or exclusive rig h t, p rivileg e or im m u n ity .” 
Mr. Kenfield does not ask for a rig h t—he now has 
such right—but only lacks th e p ricer, which power 
m ust be granted,by the State, for " th e sovereign 
cannot be sued in whatever form she may owe, un­ 
less by her own consent. 
Her creditors have noth­ 
ing to rely upon except her good faith ” (Hund- 
aker vs. Borden, 5 C a l, 290; 
Sharp vs. Contra 
Costa county, 34 Cal., 284). 
Mr. Kenfield does not 
ask for a p rivilege, or, as that word is defined, a 
benefit 
The passage of this bill confers no benefit 
upon him ; he now has all the benefits that can be 
granted. 
An exclusive favor is one in which “ others arc 
debarred in the participation.” 
This debars no 
one, nor ia it special, as it ia not “ particular” or 
“ extraordinary,” but such as is plainly outlined 
and authuriz d by Section 6 of A rticle XX of the 
C onstitution. 
The undersigned, therefore, contend* 
that said b II, not being in conflict with the Consti­ 
tution, should pass, and Mr. Kenfield at least be. 
allowed to test his claim before the Courts.

Mr. Rowell, from th e C om m ittee on Hospitals, 
reported back adversely Senate Bill No. 418— An 
A ct to regulate th e sale of certain poisonous sub­ 
stances. 
I.KAVK OF ABSENCE. 
On m otion of Mr. Johnson, the Com m ittee on Ir­ 
rigation, Water R ights and Drainage were granted 
leave of absenco from Friday noon until Monday 
noon to v isit the couutry bordering on the Yuba, 
Bear and American rivers. 
On m otion of Mr. Baker, the Com m ittee on Pub­ 
lic Buildings was granted leave of absence from Fri­ 
day noon until Monday m orning to v isit the Napa 
Insane Asylum . 
woman’s suffrage. 
Mr. Z uck presented a petition containing 1,000 
signatures in favor of woman suffrage. 
In present­ 
ing it he stated that m ost of th e signers were 
wom en, and many of them were taxpayers. 
One of 
them had paid 335,000 in taxes in the past ten or 
tw elve years. 
They asked for the right of suffrage 
on th e ground that there should be no taxation 
H ithout representation.

AFTERNOON 
SESSION. 
The Senate reassembled at 1:30 p. m., w ith Presi­ 
dent Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and quorum present. 
The Senate resum ed consideration of Senate Bill 
No. 399, and several long discussions followed on 
trivial am endm ents. 
An am endm ent was adopted 
authorizing 
the Boards of Trustees to exclude 
children of filthy habits or those afflicted with in ­ 
fectious or contagious diseases. 
Mr. D ic k in so n m oved to amend by adding to the 
bill eight sections of Senate Bill No.* 424—An A ct to 
authorize the Board of Trustees of school districts 
to issue bonds to raise m oney for building purposes, 
and to provide for the pa}*ment of such bonds (by 
Mr. Carlock). 
The main propositi n was th e first section, which 
is as follows : 
Section 1 The Board of T rustees of

Mr. S a t t e r w h it e opposed the resolution. 
Mr. J o hn so n declared that if th e error was not 
corrected he would be w illing to enter in to bonds to 
defeat any tax levied undei the bill if it was not 
corrected. 
Mr. W e n d e l l opposed th e m otion and held it was 
not necessary to make th e correction. 


Mr. C h a s e favored th e resolution. 
A ir. J o h n s o n s a i d t h a t h e h a d n o d e s i r e t o t a k e a d ­ 
v a n t a g e o f t h e b i l l, a n d , if i t w a s f o u n d n e c e s s a r y to 
a g a i n p u t t h e b i l l upon its p a s s a g e , h e w ould vote 
f o r i t . 
* 
Mr. H il l opposed the resolution. 
Mr. R y a n favored th e resolution; also Mr. C h e ­ 


n ey , also Mr. Co n g e r . 
Air. H ittk ll also favor, d the resolution. 
H e held 
that the bill ou ght to com e back to the Senate and 
be printed correctly and pas ed again. 
Mr. D ic k in so n took the sainu ground and said if 
th e bill cam e back he w ould vote for the bill, under 
the circum stauces, in order not to take any advan­ 
tage of it. 
Mr. J o hn so n again strongly urged th e Senate to 
adopt the resolution and held that the bill would be 
invalid if not corrected. 
Mr. S a t t e r w h it e said that th e bell had been print­ 
ed, and th e leaving out of one or more words in the 
printed copy could not invalidate th e bill. 
The 
am endm ent had been printed and a m istake in the 
printing of it could m ake no difference. 
The w rit­ 
ten bill was correct, and it was th e w ritten bill that 
becam e a law*. 
Mr. W e s t favored the resolution, as he did not 
wish to leave a shadow of doubt as to the validity of 
the bill. 
Mr. P a r d e e favored th e adoption of the resolu ­ 
tion 
Mr. N eum a n n also favored the resolution. 
Mr. E nos raised th e point of order that there was 
n othing before th e Senate, as there was no official 
notice from the A ssem bly that there was an error in 
the bill. 
The Chair held that there was no official notice 
from the A ssem bly, but that the resolution was be­ 
fore the Seuaie. 
Kir. S e a r s favored the resolution. 
Mr. W r k d e l l m oved that the further considera­ 
tion of the resolutiou be m ade th e special order for 
to-morrow im m ediately after the reading of the 
journal. 
The m otion was lost by a vote of 17 ayes to 19 
noes. 
On the adoption of the resolution the roll was 
called and the resolution adopted bv a vote of 21 
ayes to 15 noes. 
A t 6:15 Mr. S a t t e r w h it e m oved to adjourn. 
The m otion prevailed by a vote of 30 ayes to 0 
noes.

By Mr. B r o o k s—An Act to provide for a th or­ 
ough investigation of drainage and debris prob­ 
lem s. 
FIRST READING OF BILLS. 
A large num ber of bills were read a first tim e and 
referred to appropriate com m ittees. 


RECONSIDERATION. 
Mr. B raun h a r t called up th e notice to recon­ 
sider the vote by which th e bill of Mr. Tyler, iu re­ 
lation to playing gam es of card* for drinks, was 
rejected. 
Mr. T ylf.r raised the point of order, that no other 
gentlem an could call ui> a m otion on his notice. 
The C h a ir overruled the point of order. 
Mr. T y le r hoped the H ouse would reconsider. 
It 
is a bill, he said, that would protect young men and 
boys in this State. 
This custom of frequuoting 
liquor saloons is a custom handed down from the 
days of ’49, and it is high tim e for the State to take 
one step forward. 
The bill does not prevent any 
person from playing gam es, but it prevents them 
from playing for liquor. 
The State has a |>erfect - 
right to protect her youth from these dem oralizing 
influences. 
These deadfalls abound at every cross­ 
roads in the country, and th ey are supported ou t of 
the m eans which should go to feed and olothe a 
hungry wife and starving children. 
It is not only 
good policy, but it is the bounden d uty of the 
Legislature—it is in the line of good governm ent, 
and there ought not to be a dissenting voice. 
Why 
should men go to these places to play cards? 
W hy 
not go to each other’s hom es, and indulge in these 
social gam es iu the presence of their fam ilies? 
He 
did not believe men can be made moral by leg’sla- 
tive enactm ent, but he believed that a great m any 
immoral practices may be prevented. 
Mr. M ay said there had Weeu no better bill intro­ 
duced during the session, and it ought to pass 
unanim ously. 
I h e present law only applies to 
banking game3. 
There is no prohibition on poker 
and other gam es for stakes, which are a greater 
cur e than banking gam es. 
Mr. SWESTLAND favored the reconsideration 
H e 
said every m * i know s that these places are the 
st«rting places tor crime. 
H e believed the g o o i 
sense of th e H ouse would prevail. 
H e described the 
scenes in th e saloons in the m ining town*, where 
young m en con gregate and are gradually drawn 
into ruin. 
He appealed to every good man to oomc 
up and vote for the bill. 
Mr. H a rtson hoped in behalf of the public in ter­ 
est that this bill would become a law. 
How can 
any man vote against a measure that w ill do so 
much to Etay this great evil. 
He 
felt that he 
would be recreant to his duty to th e people if he 
refused to give b is sanction to such a necessary 
m easure. 
It is of the greatest interest to the pres­ 
en t and com ing generation. 
No m easure w ill do 
more for the poor than this m easure. 
Mr. Muliiolland said it was very encouraging 
when we see th e best ability on the floor, w ithout 
regard to party, com ing togeth ef on this question. 
If the city of 8an Francisco is especially interested 
in defeating this bill, he asked the San Francisco 
representatives to le t the country have this m eas­ 
ure, which is as necessary as the air they breath. 
This pernicious habit is underm ining the m orals of 
the country. 
The Normal School has sent teachers 
up into his district w ho have given m ore tim e to 
teaching the pupils these gam es of cards than in 
teaching other instructions. 
H e had seen th e m ale 
teachers sittin g in the bar rooms teaching the pu­ 
pils these v.llanous gam es, instead of giving them 
good moral instruction. 
The man who toils all 
week long, goes to the saloon on Sunday to squan­ 
der the wk(Me week’s earnings instead of providing 
for his fam ily. 
It leads to drunkenness and crim e, 
and fills the prisons w ith felons. 
Mr. D uBrutz said this w as a m atter of great im ­ 
portance, but he would resign the floor in favor of 
other speakers. 
Mr. Fox said th is w as a bill which appeals to 
every m em ber for the protection of his sons. 
He 
could not forget that he him self had a son, exposed 
to th e worst tem ptation ever presented to mortal 
man. 
We have daughters who som e day will be­ 
com e the w ives of other m en’s sons; and in this State 
there are at least five divorces per day, or more, and 
nine ou t of every ten of them can be traced di­ 
rectly to this evil, when appealing to the Courts 
fo - protection by reason of their husbands having 
been led away by these tem ptations. 
It is a tem p ­ 
tation that reaches not alone the rich, hut the poor; 
and m ore than all, the w ife and children are the 
ones who suffer. 
He hoped th at the H ouse would 
re-consider th e bill and place it on the statute 
books. 
Let these men who sell w hisky carry it on 
sim ple and pure, and not encourage it by those 
m eans which lead men to buy w hat they do not 
want. 
Mr. Younq—-It w as proposed to authorize in toxi­ 
cating liquors to be m anufactured, and then pro­ 
pose to teach our sons to evade the law and steal 
into these places, and if they are found there to 
punish them . 
So long as the Legislature author­ 
izes men to make and sell liquors he would rever 
vote for a law to punish persons for patronizing 
them . 
Why not im pose th e penalty of the Code in 
place of this bil' ? The law is already on the books, 
which is against the m en who dispense the liquors. 
He was opposed to the reconsideration. 
Punish the 
m en who sell, and not those who buy. 
Ml T yler said the statute was not changed, but 
added to. 
Mr. B rauniiart opposed th e bill. 
If it is pro­ 
posed to enact the Blue Laws 
of Connecticut, 
nothing will be accomplished thereby. 
He read the 
Code to 
show that it 
was all-sufficient. 
In 
obedience to the expression of th e German people 
he protested against the passage of the bili. 
He did 
not believe in restricting the rights of individuals. 
When it is proposed to restrain a corporation from 
working men m ore than a certain num ber of hours, 
it Is opposed on the ground that we cannot inter­ 
fere w ith them , b ut when it com es to this m easure, 
the opponents of the other m easure are radically in 
favor of this. 
So long as the State licenses the sale 
of liquor, it cannot restrict its sale. 
Mr. ANTHONY said the vote was taken last night 
under th e crack of the whip. 
H e had voted no for 
th e purpose of giving notice. 
This H ouse is going 
to pass the bill, and he had thought th at it ou ght to 
be am ended, but if not he was ready to take the 
bill as it is. 
He did not consider that tem perance, 
or local option, or prohibition had anythiug to do 
with the m atter. 
Mr* Tyler had clearly set forth 
th e objects of th e bill, and he would not diseuss it 
at length. 
H e considered it in th e interest 
of 
w orkingm en, of laborers. 
Mr. York said it seem ed to be fashionable to 
m ake a tem perance record, and he wanted to go on 
record. 
This questi >n touches the ten? perance evil 
right in its tendereet point. 
It is th e evil of gam ­ 
bling which drags men down. 
H e had opposed it 
on th e ground of too severe a penalty—that would 
defeat the la w ; but he was ready to vote for it. 
It 
requires great bravery to stand in the vauguard of 
sucb a m ovem ent as th is, because there is a power­ 
ful constituency behind who w ill take their revenge. 
B ut he feared them not. 
H e was ready to stand 
fur this measure. 
This was a blow that w ill strike 
terror in to th e hearts of th e rum venders. 
He 
knew th e demon of rum. 
H e had seen bis own 
sons ard brothers go down to death, and he would 
give h s vote and his heart to lift men above the 
tem ptation of vice. 
If m en are afraid to vote for 
this, let them catch a little inspiration from the 
tears of th e widow and the bloated face of the 
young m en of the country. 
Mr. B e n n e t t said : 
I wish to call th e atten tion of 
th e geutiem an from San Francisco, w ho has made 
him self th e particular champion of the poor man 
on this floor, and wholnow opposes this bill, th at this 
is a bill 
in 
the 
interest of 
th e poor. 
Mr. 
Speaker, I w ould ask in the nam e of com m on sense, 
in the name of reason, has there ever been a measure 
brought before th is Legislature of any greater im ­ 
portance to the poor m en, *and to th e poor women 
and hungry childrea of th is State, than tb e measure 
before us? 
It is one that com m ends itself to the 
judgm ent of every man upon th is floor, and I be­ 
lieve that nineteen-tw entieths of th e very m en that 
are addicted to gam bling for drinks would thank 
you fur supporting this b ill; yes, nineteen tw entieths 
of them . 
There is no question about it. 
I have 
lived in San Francisco for m any yearn, and I know 
how it works there. Let this law pass. Let every s*»fe 
guard possible be throw n around the youth of the 
country. 
The neglected wife, th e m other sorrow­ 
ing over her wayward boy, and the hungry chil 
dren, will thank vou. 
You w ill have done an act of 
which you need never be asham ed, and no reproach 
will ever rest upon your record. 
Mr. L a n e opposed the bill. 
It is aim ed at one ob­ 


ject, it is aim ed in the interest of these large places. 
Let them pass a bill to prohibit th e farm er from 
raising grain out of which liquor is m a le. 
Let 
them prohibit th e raisiug o f grapes, and th us strike 
at the evil. 
But so long as th e S tate ca lle.ts 
revenue from these m en, th ey have no right to re 
strict the sale of liquor. 
There is law enough <n 
the rooks, and still these gam es are not moíe6ted. 
The k rra com es from the .vell-stockeU cellars, iu a 
country where w in e is so chevp. 
H e sakl a bill was 
pending to make the U niversity a distillery for the 
purpose 
of 
teaching the 
youth 
how to make 
liquor, aud this bill was to m ake it a penalty to 
drink that liquor. 
Mr. M a y b ell said in a l dark places there arc 
num erous spider w eb s; in all d irk places in great 
cities there are snares to catch th e unwary foot of 
the wayfarer. 
Let every man contem plate the w ork­ 
ings of this pernicious practice, and see if he erui 
vote against this bill. 
If he could not be elected ex ­ 
cept by the votes of these m en who keep these 
deadfalls, then he would be w illing to stay at hom e 
all his life. 
It is a bill iu th e interest of th e poor 
laboring men, and m ore particularly in th e interest 
of the fam ilies of the poor men. 
Mr. L ea c h m oved th e previous question, which 
WR8 ordered. 
. 
The m otion to reconsider was carried by a vote of 
54 to 21. 
The bill was then passed by a vote of 48 
to 25.

Mr. T y le r called up his notice to reconsider the 
vote by which the H ouse refused to pass Assem bly 
Bill No. 162, relative to jaw n-brokcrs. 
The vote 
was reconsidered, and the bill put upon its final 
passage. 
The bill w as passed. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Assem bly m et pursuant to adjournm ent, 
Speaker Cowdery in th e chair. 
Assem bly Bill No. 404 w ai taken up, and the first 
am endm ent read to Section 5. 
Mr. H artson said there was but little difference, 
and he thought it better to accept it. 
H e m oved to 
concur. 
Mr. Morse raised the point that it required 41 
votes to concur in an am endm eut. 
Taken under advisem ent. 
, 
The roil was called, and the am endm ent was con­ 
curred in by a vote of 53 ayes to 17 noes. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t m oved to nou-coucur in the 
am endm ent to Sectiou 8. 
Mr. L ea c h m oved to concur in the am endm ent to 
Section 8. 
Mr. T y ler opposed concurrence. 
N ine-tenths of 
the H ouse had taken 
an opposite stand. 
lie 
wanted to know if this H ouse was going to egt dirt 
a t the hands of the Senate? Are we going to craw­ 
fish now, after all the argum ents as to the dire 
calam ities which would follow? 
He him self had 
tried to get th e sam e proposition in, blit they voted 
him down, 
tic wanted to knowr what reasoning the 
Senate had brought to bear. 
He wanted to see m en 
consistent. 
If it was a bad thing before, it is bad 
now. 
Mr. H arris said he had before voted aarriust this 
am endm ent. 
H e knew no reason w hy he. should 
change that opinion. 
So far from it he felt fprtified 
in his form er opinion. There have been tw o parties— 
the one in favor of taxing stocks, and another party, 
th at th ey would vote for what t hey thought right 
regardless of the C onstitution and deci ions of the 
highest Court in th e land. 
For him self, he would 
bow to these decisions as th e law'. 
W hen th e Su­ 
prem e Court of the United States have settled a 
principle of law, he would not attack it. 
lie had no 
war to make upon capital and corporations, neither 
was he their special advocate. 
Nor of especially 
defending labor, but represented labor and capital 
and the best interests of th e country. 
Labur and 
capital m ust go hand in hand together. 
Corpora­ 
tions m ust be made to bear their ju st share of taxa­ 
tion. 
It is right in principle that t he Government 
should raise a revenue. 
It is necessary. 
Govern­ 
m ent cannot exist w ithout it. 
He defined the m ean­ 
ing 
of 
the 
W’ord 
“ corporation,” 
and 
argued 
that 
the 
legal 
owner 
of 
the 
capital 
stock 
was 
the 
corporation. 
It 
is 
the 
corporation 
as 
a 
corporation, 
and 
that 
corporation 
he 
com es a person before the law, subject to all tbe 
rights and privileges and restrictions o 
f 
natural 
person, and no sophistry can evade it. jK n c e they 
should pay the tax upon that property, and not the 
individuals who are the com ponent parts of that 
artificial person. 
The franchise is property and may 
be taxed. 
The st'-ck Í9 the basis, th e m easurem ent 
upon which the franchise is taxed. 
This artificial 
l»erson is protected by th e State, and they have no 
right to claim exem ption from taxation. 
He be­ 
lieved he was right, and he intended to stand firm. 
Mr. S pkncer said it now becom es necessary to con­ 
sider the question as a m atter of interest to the 
State. 
It is doubtful whether we now have a reve­ 
nue law in this State. 
The Assessors are w aiting 
for th e action of this Legislature. 
The am endm ent 
is one as to whether the stock shall be assessed to 
the individual or to th e corporation. H e was willing 
to lay down his personal preferences rather than to 
defeat th e entire bill. 
It was at th is stage good 
policy to give way on this sin gle point, and concur 
in this am endm ent. 
He believed that is is the bost 
that can be done. 
The Hou¿e has made a gallant 
fight, but one or th e other of the houses m ust re­ 
cede, and on the grounds of th e great interest of the 
people he should surrender his views and vote to 
concur. 
Mr. Y ork said he was satisfied w ith th e bill as it 
was, but he did not deem th is concession as im por­ 
tant hs the one m aoe to the first section. 
Conces­ 
sion in th is case is a m atter of necessity, and the 
m em bers will not be accused of “ backing dow n.” 
If the H ouse docs not recede there w ill be no rev­ 
enue bill th is year. 
That is a result th at is desired 
by som e, but he was not one of that num ber. 
If it 
goes to a com m ittee the sam e result w ill be reached 
at last. 
Mr. Fox called attention to the condition of the 
am endm ent. 
The House passed a bill in a constitu­ 
tional manner and sent it to the Senate as amended. 
N ow it is sent back w ith am endm ents, and there is 
no telling from the bill how it was passed. 
There is 
som ething more than clerical errors. 
It differs in 
form and substance from the original bill. 
There 
are several places where 
it 
differs. 
One 
of 
these 
changes 
is 
a 
m ost 
vital 
one, 
as 
the word 
“ s t o k ” 
is 
left 
out. 
It 
m akes 
a vital difference in substance. 
There is a very 
great difference between “ capital ” and “ capital 
stock.” 
H e raised it as a point of order that the bill 
is not printed as amended. 
The C h a ir thought it was a vital m istake. 
There 
was a great difference between the tw o terms. 
The 
C onstitution says that neither house shall put a bill 
upon its final passage until printed as am ended. lie 
finally ruled that the H ouse would go on with the 
bill. 
Mr. T y le r said the C onstitution had not been 
complied with by th e Senate, and he m oved that it 
be returned to the Senate for correction. 
Mr. L ea c h moved to postpone action until to­ 
morrow at 10 o’clock. 
So ordered. 


RECONSIDERATION. 
Mr. Sixox m oved to reconsider the vote by which 
Mr. Young’s land bill w*a9 rejected. 
Mr. D e l V a ll e raised the point of order that the 
notice was given pending the roll-call. 
The S pe a k e r sustained the point. 
Mr. Sixon said he had given notice both pending 
and after the roll-call, and he appealed from the de­ 
cision. 
Mr. McD apb said the m inutes had before been 
changed when found to be incorrect, and he thought 
they ought to be c Directed now in th at respect. 
Mr. SlXON said as thero was a technicality in 
the way, he would withdraw his appeal. 
H e after­ 
wards renewed the appeal. 
. 
Mr. D e l V a l l e withdrew his point of order, after 
having read the m embers who m oved the previous 
question a Caudle lecture for their discourtesy jii 
shu ttin g off debato on an im portant question. 
Mr. T y lk r renewed the point of order, which was 
sustained. 
Mr. C orcora n app alcd. 
Mr. T y le r suggested that bj’ a vote the vote by 
which th e journal was approved be rescinded, and 
the journal be corrected to m eet tbe necessities of 
the case. 
Mr. C o rcoran did not want the IIou?e to hide be­ 
hind technicalities. 
He said it was a rule of the 
H ouse not to approve them th e following day. 
Tbe Cuair said th e journals were approved w ith­ 
ou t objection. 
The appeal was withdrawn to allow the vote to be 
reconsidered. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t made the m otion to reconsider 
the vote by which the journals were corrected. 
Carried. 
Tie then m oved to correct the journal. 8o 
ordered. 
The m otion to reconsider was lost. 
On m otion of Mr. Fox, Mr. Chamberlain’s bill was 
taken 
up. 
[R elating to trespassing on inclosed 
land3, ouilding fires, etc.] 
Mr. H ardy m oved to amend so as to allow per­ 
sons to go upon th e land of others for hunting. 
Mr. H a r d y m oved an am endm ent that w ill allow 
hunters to h unt w ithout being subject to severe 
peualties. 
H e defended th e interests of th e knights 
of th e rod and gun. 
He said : I suppose there will 
be objections raised. 
I expect the man who owns 
10,090 acres of grazing land to object. 
He w ill cer­ 
tainly object to th e sportsm an hunting th e wild 
gam e upon his land, which belongs to all alike. 
The people at large have som e rights in th is world, 
though som e would deny them . 
H unting and fish­ 
ing are am ong 
those rights. 
H unting is one 
or the sports to which m any of us are addicted, and 
we derive a great deal of pleasure from it. 
It is 
about th e only avenue of pleasure that is open to 
m any, and then only for a short tim e during the 
year. 
W hen, after raonth3 of weary toil in the 
great cities, wc seek th e country, arc we to find the 
gates of every farm closed and barred against ns, as 
th ey are in England, where it is worth a m an’s lib­ 
erty 
to 
shoot 
a 
bird 
upon 
the 
lands 
of th e haughty lord ? Are we to have the gam e 
law’s of Europe engrafted upon our statute books in 
th is enlightened country? 
The hunter does not 
endanger the property of the farmer. 
Generally 
gam e is not found on lands that are cultiv ted. 
b ut on those wild trscU that are uncultivated and 
unim proved. 
There th e hunter can do no harm, 
and there th e gam e abounds. 
M ust I, forsooth, 
travel thirty m iles along th e unbroken fence of Lnx 
&. Miller to find the owner, in order to get permis­ 
sion to shoot a rabbit or an antelope ? 
I say, sir, it 
is not right. 
I do not contend for the right to hunt 
in grain fields, where there is danger; but I do say 
th at it is unju st to close every gate in the State 
against th e hunter. 
There is a general ownership 
in the gam e of th e State. 
You m ight as well fence 
up the bay and say I shall not cast my line for fish 
Y ou m ight |u st as well put a gate across the m outh 
o f a canyon, and say I shall not pass, in my search 
for th e speckled m ountain beauties. 
The section is 
too sweeping, and shall never pass in its present 
shape bv m y vote. 
, 
The discussion was continued for som e tim e, and 
tb e bill was finally continued until to morrow. 
The A ssem bly a t 5 o’clock adjourned. 


Mr. Frazer m oved th at the Chamberlain bill l>c 
reported buck with recom m endation that it do pass. 
Lost by tam e vote. 
Mr. Fox m oved that th e Chamberlain bill, rs 
am ended, together w ith th e Brown and Carr bil If, 
be reported back w ith out recom m endation, which 
w s carried—ayet 10, noes 4 ; and the three bills 
will be accordingly reported to the A ssem bly this 
m orning. 
The sub-com m ittee on State Prisdn resum ed the 
investigation of Folsom Branch Prison work : 
John N. Ta~< lor testified that it would cost 75 
cents per foot to quarry Rocklin granite, which 
costs 
69 cents per foot to get it to San Fran­ 
cisco, where it is sold fur ?1 25 per fuot. 
A good 
m an can quarry 4 feet per day. 
Granite curbing 
costs about 20 cents per foot. 
I would be w illing to 
m ake a contract for all wanted at 50 cents per loot. 
G. Griffith testified : 
H ave been engaged upon

It costs m ore upon Pen­ 
ryn stone than a t R odin. Folsom and Penryn stone 
com pare favorably. 
Peen-ham m cred work could be 
done for 25 or 20 cents per foot. 
Have never aver­ 
aged workmen in quarrying. 
It differs in different 
quarries. 
I have drilled as high as 12 holes per 
hour. 
The quality of rock has m uch to do with it. 
W illiam Co<>k testified that he is a quarryman ; 
has carried on business at Folsom for past fourteen 
years about three fourths of a m ile from the Branch 
Prison ; has worked som e ou quarry near th e prison ; 
it costs 74 cents per foot to quarry this sto n e; I took 
out 4,000 cubic feet from this quarry ; 1 got 51 50 
per cubic foot in San Francisco ; sold the last there 
at $1 *-0 ; Mr. Johnson was up to sec m e about com ­ 
in g here ; have not had experience in averarring 
days’ work of quarrymen, 
John Lee testified : Am a stonecutter ; have e x ­ 
am ined the Branch Prison m inutely ; also plans and 
specifications which calls for first class pcen ham ­ 
m ered work to be done by Jordan ; the work is 
about third-class work ; don’t consider the rubble 
cells equal :osolid m asonry,and that it was wrong in 
the Directors to adopt this kind of work ; it would 
be easy for prisoner* to escape through th is kind uf 
work—I refer to th e partition walls, and not the 
front or in iin walls, which would not perm it of es­ 
cape ; good m en with good tools would quarry from 
six to eight feet per day, but to do so everything 
would have to be in first-class order. 
Mr. Curlctt, th e expert who made the recent ex ­ 
amination and report in reference to th e condition 
of th e pri on work and estim ates concerning it, 
appeared and substantiated his form er report, par­ 
ticularly as to cost of quarrying the stone! show ing 
the data was based upon his own experience and 
that of the best Am erican, French and English 
engineers. 
A cross-exam ination of 
the exp rt 
seem ed to satisfy those present fully a9 To his com ­ 
petency upon the subject. 
Mr. Lee further testified that he had exam ined the 
cells. 
The class of work done on th e Branch Prison 
I should say would cost about 15 cents. 
Som e of it 
I w ;uld not give 10 cents for. 
I would not do it 
under the specifications for less than 30 cents. 
The 
condition of jam s at the main gate is good now'. 
It 
appears to have been fixed since first built. 
I con­ 
sider Jordan’s mortar and work firs,t-clas9, th^t is, 
better than th* average *rork at th e Branch Prison. 
The cost of th e rough masonry would be worth 
about 26 cents per foot. 
The balance of th e stone 
work of the cells would be from $1 75 to 82 per foot, 
including the opening. 
The com m ittee adjourned 
until next Tuesday 
evening. 
The Senate C om m ittee on Mines and M ining 
agreed to Senate Bill No. 401, defining raining dis­ 
tricts, etc., and it will be reported back for passage.

Orthodoxy is tolerably well accuston-.cd 
in this country, especially here and at other 
great centers, to vigorous criticism and 
rationalistic objections from laymen. 
But 
when evangelical doctors of divinity assail 
it, its advocates are apt to be thrown into 
a commotion which lasts for some little 
time. 
The commotion is usually made npj 
in a large measure, of anger ; for they who 
call themselves Christians almost invariably 
show abundant temper when their opinions 
or beliefs are questioned, however mildly, 
or indeed when anybody begs to differ 
from them. 
The wratli and bittgrness of 
theologians are proverbial, and if they 
were not, they would soon become so by 
their constant exhibition. 
The 
latest 
offender of orthodoxy is itev. Dr. William 
Hayes Ward, for years editor of the 7/irfc- 
peudtnt. 
He has published therein a paper, 
in which he says that the fact is notorious 
that a very large proportion of the clergy­ 
men of leading evangelical denominations 
in the land do not believe what they 
preach, or in the inspiration of the Bible"; 
that tbe Fall of Man, as narrated in Gene­ 
sis, is not the record of an actual occur­ 
rence, and that many of the 


SCRIPTURAL 
STORIES ARE 
PALPABLY 
AB­ 
SURD. 
This is the reverse of news. The fact is, as 
the doctor puts it, notorious. 
But what­ 
ever everybody thinks and asserts pri­ 
vately is likely to create a stir if put into 
print, and Dr. Ward’s article has had this 
effect. 
He has already been assailed by 
any number of the clergy, and will be by 
many more. 
The circumstance that he has 
told the exact truth only adds to their 
choler. 
All the sectarian weeklies, which 
arrogate to themselves the name of the 
religions press, will fall upon him tooth 
and nail, and if there be anything left of 
him it will not he their fault. I am greatly 
afraid that, if they had their way, they 
would try him by an ecclesiastical tribunal, 
condemn him to be burned at the stake in 
City Hall Square, aud carry out tbe sen­ 
tence. 
Fsrtunately for him, this is the 
nineteenth, not the fourteenth or fifteenth 
century. 
I heard an 
intellectual and 
scholarly man remark recently, “ I haven’t 
much money, but I’m very glad that the 
little I do own is not invested in ortho­ 
doxy ; for I know that tbe investment 
would get poorer and poorer, and that I 
should never have a dividend.” 
He was 
entirely correct. 
Orthodoxy is at a great 
discount here. 
Comparatively few persons 
own 
their 
skepticism, imagining 
that 
avowal may excite prejudice ; but the pre­ 
valence of skepticism is very wide and 
among all classes. Of the tens of thousands 
who belong to the church, as the phrase is, 
and who I think are devout believers, 
hardly a dozen hold the same view on 
evangelical points. 
They have actually 
discarded the old theological teachings 
without being aware of the fact. 
If they 
knew what their creed is they would be 
shocked by its barbarous morality and 
gross inhumanity. 
I 
remember 
when 
Professor David Swing, of Chicago, was 
arraigned by a Presbyterian synod for 
heresy, that one of the newspapers of the 
city published the creed of the church, and 
it was revolting to the last degree. Scarcely 
any Presbyterian had dreamed that such 
dogmas had ever been entertained, and 
some of the faithful were disposed at first 
to pronounce the publication a forgery. 
Reason and humanity have so steadily 
molded evangelical men’s opinions until 
they have no idea to-day what 


A MONSTROUS r n lX O THEIR THEOLOGY IS. 
To designate it as Christianity or relig­ 
ion is a libel. 
No man who has faith in 
the goodness of God could be induced to 
accept many of the tenets of the Churches. 
Those tenets are carefuly concealed, as 
they ought to be, for they are abborent to 
justice and reason. 
The last quarter of 
the nineteenth century will have none of 
them. 
Evcta the worst men are better 
than their theology would warrant. 
In 
fact, they couldscarcely be worse. Human­ 
ity in ripe in this age ; and its principal 
foe 
is, undeniably, what is commonly 
understood as divinity, so named, perhaps, 
because it is totally opposed to humanity. 
It is not possible for ministers, who are as 
a rule intelligent, amiable and benevolent, 
to believe in denominational theology. 
They simply blind the repellent part, and 
cleave to the central idea of goodness, 
gentleness and self-sacrifice as embodied in 
the character of Jesus. 
They are in a cer­ 
tain sense hypocritical; but they, in all 
probability, justify their hypocrisy by the 
conviction that if their skepticism were 
known, it would have a most unfortunate 
influence on the community at large. They 
think that they can have private doubts 
without detriment, but that the mass of 
mankind could not doubt without danger 
of destruction. 
Religion is, as they con­ 
ceive, a great conservative force which 


must not be permitted to loso its hold on 
the popular mind. 
They do not dream 
how much of that hold ic lias already lost, 
and is now losing more rapidly than ever. 
And yet their individual faith is very badly 
shattered as to doctrinal points, and the 
tact is as notorious as Dr. Ward has said. 
Biu they will not fall on him any lees, but 
far more insolently for announcing the 
open seeret. 
H tniy Wikoli, oncea notoriety here, but 
now fallen into comparative obscurity, is 
in town, 1 observe, though on what mis­ 
sion—he u«ed to be a devil of a fellow for 
missions 
has not been ascertained. 
He 
is what may be called 


A FIRST-CLANS ADVENTURER, 
hose goings and comings, whose whole 
life, indeed, have always been more or less 
enigmatic. 
Though generally supposed to 
be Rnglish, he ip, I believe, a native of 
Philadelphia, but has spent a great deal of 
time abroad. 
The first know» of him 
hero was when Duff Green brought him 
over from Europe, some thirty-six years 
ago, to aid in settiug up a free-trade jour­ 
nal—the Republic—in this city. 
It was 
intended to be destructive to the Herald, 
then nine years old, by excelling it as á 
newspaper. 
It was fortunate enough to 
publish the first news, received by special 
express, of the explosion of the mon­ 
ster gun on board the Princeton, by which 
a number 
of 
leading politicians were 
killed, and had for a while great vogue. 
But lacking sufficient capital it died in a 
twelvemonth, after sinking $80 0C0 to§100,- 
000. 
For some occult reason, Ber.nc-tt took 
a fancy to Wikoff, and dpbbed him Cheva­ 
lier, a title by wlrch he is still known. 
Fie widely ad vertiscd him by the Wikoff and 
Fanny Ellssler correspondence, pretending, 
I think, that the former wished to levy 
blackmail on the dancer. 
He also printed 
scores of columns concerning the attempts 
of the Chevalier to marry a little Iilis3 
Gamble, an English heiress, whom he was 
reported as pursuing all over the Continent 
of Europe, with the intent to compel her 
to be his wife. 
He was in both these car ca 
represented in a most unfavorable light, 
but it was supposed at the time that the 
object of rhe Herald wcs tnerciy to adver­ 
tise Wikoff, and add to his notoriety, which 
he appeared to enjoy. 
After the failure 
of the Republic, the Chevalier seemed to 
have more mysterious connection with the 
Herald, and the connection was kept up 
while the elder Bennett lived. 
He was 
abroad most of the time, and it was 
given out that ho. was in the confiderce 
of the leading diplomats of Umdon, Paris, 
Berlin, Vienna and St. Petersburg, and 
that he furnished important information of 
Cabinet councils and movements to the 
newspaper in question. 
Ho wrote nothing 
for its columns that could be identified, 
though it is altogether likely that he was 
regularly in the pay of the Herald. 
He 
seemed to have 


EXTRAORDINARY INFLUENCE W ITH BENNETT, 
And used to be summoned not infrequently 
to the family powwows. 
A t the European 
Capitals he was frequently seca, and is 
seen now, and he invariably kad and has 
the semblance of occupation with some­ 
thing weighty, 
n e claimed to be on inti­ 
mate terms with Louis Napoleon, having 
made his acquaintance when Louis was a 
prisoner at Ham, and to have arranged 
the withdrawal of the French forces from 
Mexico during the civil 
war. 
James 
Watson Webb declared that the Empeior 
had given him a promise to that effect at a 
breakfast at St. Cloud; hut t h e Herald, as 
may be inferred, gave credence to the 
Chevalier’s version of the affair. 
Wikoff 
must now he 70 years and 
upwards, 
but 
he 
looks 
much 
younger. 
He 
dresses 
very 
neatly ; 
has 
pleasant 
manners, too self-conscious, however, and 
too evidently modeled on those of the Eu- 
glish ; is an accomplished linguist ; ap­ 
pears to be in easy circumstances, and 
knows many foreigneis of distinction. But 
just what he is, or what h;s position lias 
been, nobody knows. 
Tí ■ js a. curious 
study, and in every respe, t a mysterious 
personage. 
The revived suit of Salathiel Ellis, sculp­ 
tor, against the Howe Sewing Machine 
Company for recovery of some $12,000, bal­ 
ance due on a bronze statue of the late 
Elias Howe, the defendants claiming that 
L. S. Stockwell, thetr Treasurer, had no 
authority to make the contract, brings to 
mind A. B. Stockwell, brother, I believe, 
of the Treasure-. 
A. B. Stockwell mar­

GOSLEY’S MINING BILL. 


The iliscussion of Gorley’s m ining bill on 
W ednesday served to bring out some of 
its more remarkable features in rather a 
strong 
light. 
The 
clause 
prohibiting 
brokers from hypothecating stock placed in 
their braids naturally gave rise to some 
controversy. 
The provision is a remarka­ 
ble one. 
It is apparently intended to pre­ 
vent people from employing agents for cer­ 
tain purposes. How the public can be •Con­ 
cerned in a question of this kind is known 
only to the advocates of the G orky bill. 
H ow the public morals are to be conserved 
by prohibiting people from hypothecating 
stocks through their brokers, is one of 
those things which, as Lord Dundreary 
says, " no fellow can find out.” 
W e are 
disposed to attach less importance than we 
should otherwise do to this fantastic propo­ 
sition, because we do not believe that it 
would stand the review of the Courts 
five minutes. 
It is, however, none the 
less discouraging to find such preposterous 
measures gravely advocated by grovn-up 
men, and to see that they really cannot 
realize the absurdity of their views. 
Thi3 
bill is calculated to annoy aud embarrass 
brokers, but it is not calculated to restrain 
dealing in stocks. 
No law can effect that 
object. 
It is the people who choose to 
gamble, and the brokers are merely their 
agents. 
If the agents are liarraseed and 
persecuted by unjust and 
proscriptive 
legislation, the action of the law will end 
there. 
It w ill not reach the public, who 
arc the active cause of stock gambling. 
If 
H r. Gorley wants to g et at the real pro­ 
moters of gambling, let him abandon his 
crusade against the brokers, and decree 
that it shall be felony to buy ar.d sell 
stocks. 
That would be a ridiculous propo­ 
sition, but it would at least have the merit 
of being directed straight at the heart of 
the subject, whereas this bill is a mere 
blind fumbling with the external append­ 
ages of the business.

THE M 05K0E 
DOCTRINE. 


I Abstractly considered ths Monroe doc­ 
trine is a very captivatiug aud cn. r ■ t one, 
but for practical application -t ...:.Js a 
corollary in tlie shape of a power: ul navy, 
and that, unfortunately, we have not got. 
W hen a Government asserts that it will 
not allow any foreign power to interfere 
in the control of any part of the continent, 
the implication is unavoidable that it 
stands prepared to prevent any such inter­ 
ference, if it be attem pted. 
And while 
there is probably no danger that any Euro­ 
pean power w ill seek to go counter to the 
view s of the U nited States in regard to 
the Interoccanic Canal, it is none the less 
true that if any European power did de­ 
mur to the validity of the Mcnroe doctrine, 
we could not enforce it then and there. 
The feebleness of our navy is not, it is 
true, an obstacle which could not be sur­ 
mounted. 
In six months, if the opportu­ 
n ity was allowed, a fleet of 
sufficient 
trengih could be prepared. 
Cut a power 
which intends to maintain a certain policy 
m ust be ready for the worst when it avows 
its intentions, or it makes itself a laugh­ 
ing stock to the world. 
It is notorious 
that at the present tim e we could offer no 
effective resistance to a European fleet, and 
that therefore a declaration of the Monroe 
Doctrine by Congress would be a mere 
brxitvm fn lm en . 
Europe might respect it, 
or m ight n ot; but if it was respected it 
w ould be ont of courtesy, and not because 
there are any apprehensions of the power 
of the U nited States. 
If that canal is 
built at all, even if it is built entirely un­ 
der American auspices, it will necessitate 
th e rehabilitation of onr navy, for a power­ 
ful fleet will be indispensable for the pro­ 
tection of 
a means of 
communication 
which m3y at any tim e become the battle 
ground for the navies of the world.

AGREEMENT. 


It is tim e for all who believe in the 
imperative necessity of prompt action on 
the debris question to come to an agree­ 
ment on the plan to be adopted. 
In order 
to assist in bringing this about wc propose

rational difference of opinion. 
The inves­ 
tigations of 
the 
State and consulting 
engineers havo convinced them that to 


euro the debris evil and restore the rivers 
to their former condition it ¡3 necessary to 
do two thiug3 : 
First, to build dams in 
the m ountains for the retention of the 
coarser debris ; second, bo dyke the rivers 
below, 
so as to increase the scouring 
' 
o 
capacity of their currents. 
It is necessary 
to realize that the second of these things is 
quite as indispensable a3 the first, and it is 


a m istake to imagine that the evil can 
be 
cured 
b y 
building 
dams 
alone. 
The 
reason 
why 
it 
is 
as 
necessary 


to 
dyke 
th e 
rivers 
as 
to 
build 
dams 
iu the 
mountains, 
is, 
that the 
dams cannot retain 
the lighter debris 
under any circumstances, and that it is 
this lighter debris which has thus far 
done nearly all the damage. 
There is, 


moreover, enough debris now beyond the 
reach of dams, to inflict the most serious 
injury upon tlie rivers and lowlands, and 
the building c f dams alone cannot clear 
this m aterial away. 
A recognition of 
these facts w ill show tlm t those bills 
which provide merely fer the building of 
dams in the mountains are not sufficient to 
m eet the requirements of the case, and 
that 
they ought, therefore, to 
be put 
aside as unsatisfactory. 
No plan which 
does not provide for a system of dykes as 
well as a system of dams can be regarded 
as embodying tlie conclusions of engineer 
ing science in the premises ; and no bill 
which does not embody those conclusiocs 
is deserving of serious consideration. 
On 
those points we affirm that there is no 
longer any room for controversy, 
and 
therefore the first thing to be looked to in 
whatever plans are subm itted m ust be the 
provision for both dams and dykes. 
There 
are now three bills before tho committees 
which satisfy the requirements of science 
in this respect, namely, the Parks bill, 
the Carr bill, and the Young substitute 
bill. 
On the broad outlines of the general 
plan these three measures are almost alike. 
In their further details they vary consid­ 
erably, and there is consequently room for 
difference of opinion. 
The Young substi­ 
tute 13 preferable to the original Parks bill 
in that it secures to Sacramento the full 
control of her levees. 
In some other re­ 
spects, as in the elimination of the Com­ 
mission plan, it also appears to possess an 
advantage. 
There remains one other grave 
consideration, and that is tHo machinery 
for raising the necessary revenue. 
On this 
head the Parks and 
Young bills agree. 
They both propose to create drainage dis­ 
tricts, to assess the property of those dis­ 
tricts, and to lim it the entire taxation au­ 
thorized to 41 per cent, of the property 
values assessed,. to be distributed over a 
period of 20 years, through an issue of six 
per cent, tw enty-year bonds. 
The Carr 
bill, on the other hand, proposes to levy 
the necessary tax upon the property of the 
whole State. 
It ¡3 upon this question of 
the revenue machinery that tho only seri­ 
ous ground for dissension now exists, and it 
is to this point, therefore, that the most 
earnest consideration must be given. 


Iu a recent article on the Carr bill we 
expressed an apprehension that the method 
followed there, of taxing the whole State, 
wouid defeat the purposes of the bill, by 
producing so many local drainage schemes 
as would absorb the funds needed for the 
central objects. 
If, however, this danger 
could be avoided, it is undeniable that 
there may be advanced very cogent argu­ 
ments ¡11 support of the principle of gen 
eral taxation. 
It is to be observed that 
though the assertion of this principle often 
provokes local objection, and though it is 
sometimes spoken of as contrary to the 
fundamental doctrines of republican gov­ 
ernment, such allegations arc altogether 
w ithout warrant. 
The truth is, that the 
principle of general taxation is one which 
penetrates and underlies our whole gov­ 
ernmental 
system , 
and 
that 
it 
is 
one 
of 
the most universally and fre­ 
quently 
applied 
of 
all 
principles. 
The idea that all taxes must represent 
special 
and 
direct and 
clearly-defined 
benefits conferred upon the taxpayers, is a 
mistaken one. 
The common schools are 
supported upon the principle of general 
taxation, for example. 
The bachelor pays 
his share of the school tax as well as the 
parent, and Society recognizes the justice 
of the arrangement. 
The cost of main­ 
taining schools in sparsely settled districts 
is largely hom e by the denser and wealth­ 
ier urban populations ; and Society cheer­ 
fully sustains the necessary burdens. 
In 
national regards the application of this 
principle is still broader aud more strongly 
emphasized. 
Thus the inhabitant of Cali­ 
fornia is taxed to build jetties on the 
Mississippi, 
or 
harbors on the Chesa­ 
peake, or lighthouses on Florida reefs, 
while 
the 
taxpayers of 
Vermont and 
Maine, of 
Delaware aud Virginia, con­ 
tribute to the improvement of vhe harbors 
of the Pacific coast. 
The same principle 
may be traced in the maintenance of the 
mail service, in the erection of public 
buildings, and in all the multifarious acts 
performed by the Federal Government. 
There is a sen3e, a deep and high seuse, in 
which it is the duty and interest of all to 
support and assist one another, and the 
absolute im possibility of consolidating a 
stable Government without recognizing and 
acting upon this doctrine is open to the 
clearest demonstration. 
In the present 
case the adoption of a scheme of general 
taxation has more than the ordinary sanc­ 
tions, moreover. 
For it may be asserted 
without any figure of speech that the des­ 
tinies of the whole State arc largely de­ 
pendent upon the speedy solution of the 
debris problem. 
It is not alone the farmers 
of Bear river, or the people of Sacramento 
and M arysville, or the owners of swamp 
lands, or the inhabitants of the Sacra­ 
mento valley generally, who are concerned. 
The future of 
San Francisco 
is here 
involved. 
The 
flow 
of 
the 
debris, 
which now threatens the upper waters 
and lands, w ill in no long period bring its 
destructive force to bear upon that great 
harbor which forms the foundation of 
metropolitan commerce and prosperity. 
The diagnosis of the engineers holds out 
no hope that San Francisco will escape, 
and it does not require to be said that 
what menaces, not only the whole Sacra­ 
mento valley, but San Francisco also, must 
be a question of legitim ate State concern­ 
ment. 
Again, it m ay be asked, why 
should the radical course originally pro­ 
posed, the closing, namely, of the hydraulic 
mines, not be resorted to, as the simplest 
and most obvious remedy ? 
The answer is 
that the public welfare requires the pres­ 
ervation 
of 
all productive enterprises. 
But if the miues are to be undisturbed for 
the benefit of 
tho public, surely the 
waiver or suspension of legal rights de­ 
manded of the agrgieved parties deserves 


such 
compensation 
a3 
consists 
in

recognition of the public accountability 
for 
tl;e 
costs 
of 
relief 1 
These 
and 
similar 
considerations 
which 
are 
too obvious to need notice, seem to warrant 
the conclusion that the principle of general 
taxation may be applied iu the debris case 
w ith entire justice. 
The probability that 
Congress may make an appropriation for 
the 
same purpose need not affect the 
schemes under discussion, however, and 
must not be regarded as justifying procras­ 
tination. 
It is impossible to be sure that 
Congress will do what it is asked to do, but 
it w ill alw ays be possible to combine any­ 
thing it may do w ith the relief works set 
on foot by the State. 
The end now to be 
sought is the reconciliation of view s upon 
the course to be pursued. To the accomplish­ 
m ent of this end we are willing to sacri­ 
fice any preconceived theories the abandon­ 
ment of which w ill not diminish the prac­ 
ticability of the undertaking, and if the 
revenue question is, as vve believe, the only 
cno now preventing agreement, perhaps 
the ideas here presented may tend to clear 
away the main objections 011 that head.

THE ARREST CF KEARNEY. 


The arrest of Kearney on charges of mis­ 
demeanor would be an almost opera bouffe 
ending of the solemn proclamation of the 
Citizens’ Protective Union. 
Surely it 
needed no such girding up of the loins aud 
harnessing for battle to effect this micro­ 
scopic coup f 
Kearney has been arrested 
before, and everybody knows what came 
of it. 
It is probable, not to say certain, 
that his present arrest will end in th s same 
way. 
Nevertheless the Citizens’ Union 
may have “ looked before and after,” ia 
this matter, and may be prepared for the 
conclusion which the known sentim ents of 
Sheriff Desmond were likely to lead to. 
On its face we m ust confess that this 
movement does not appear to promise well. 
Kearney cares nothing fur such a trial 
as 
he 
is 
likely 
to 
have, and to ar­ 
rest 
him 
under 
such 
circumstances 
is 
to 
stim ulate 
the 
Sandlotters 
to 
renewed 
interest 
in 
their 
agita­ 
tion, 
by 
giving 
them 
something 
to 
talle about. 
Even if Kearney is found 
guilty and fined, we do not see that the 
situation will be improved by the circum­ 
stance. 
H e may be induced to keep quiet 
for a short tim e, but that is no guarantee 
for the future. 
The truth is that this agi­ 
tation has gone too far to be suppressed in 
the ordinary w-ays. 
There is a strong or­ 
ganization of law lessly inclined men. They 
are partly armed and disciplined. 
They 
possess, and know that they possess, a cer­ 
tain power. 
They have been allowed to 
establish a habit of incendiary talk. 
They 
have been permitted to go on from one 
outrage to another until the outside world 
believes San Francisco to be at the com­ 
plete mercy of a ferocious mob. Under these 
circumstances it is not an arrest or two, 
or a fine, that w ill restore order and 
confidence. 
Before either can be restored 
it must be made clear that this agitation 
has been definitively ended, and in such 
a manner that no demagogue will he 
tempted to essay its renewal. 
Tho task 
before the Citizens’ Protective Union is 
undoubtedly a very difficult one, but they 
have taken it upon them selves, and it is 
to be supposed that they did nut do this 
without having fully weighed its dangers 
and embarrassments. 
W e sincerely hope 
that they perceive a way out of the trouble, 
but at this distance tlie means of deliver­ 
ance does not appear to wear a very hope­ 
ful aspect when it takes the form of a 
Police Court prosecution of Kearney. 


HONOR TO WHOM HONOR 13 DUE. 


For some tim e past serious difficulties 
have existed between a portion of the set­ 
tlers in the Tulare V alley anu the Central 
Pacific llailroad Company, growing out of 
the grading as to values of certain railroad 
lands which have been in the occupancy of 
the settlers. This geneial bad understanding 
has been prolific of much violent contro­ 
versy, and has seriously retarded the set­ 
tlem ent of the country. Recently, through 
the energetic efforts of Senator llow ell, 
who represents the Visalia District, a con­ 
sultation between Governor Stanford on 
tho part of the railroad company and a 
committee representing tlie Settlers’ League 
was held in this city. 
This conference was 
marked by a mutual spirit of concession 
and compromise, and resulted in an under­ 
standing that Governor Stanford should 
personally visit the section in question 
and confer with 
the settlers, 
with a 
view to an amicable adjustm ent of the 
matters in dispute. 
Accordingly, on yes­ 
terday Mr. Stanford, accompanied by B. 
B. Redding and otheis, reached Hanford, 
where they were m et by a committee of 
the Settlers’ League, and negotiations w ill 
at onco be entered upon. 
A dispatch from 
Hanford, printed this morning, attributes 
the origination and credit of this promis­ 
ing movement to other parties than Sena­ 
tor Rowell. 
Since the question of dis­ 
tributing honors is raised by the dispatch, 
it is sim ply an act of justice to Mr. Rowell 
to say that the very common-senso pro­ 
ceeding which promises so much in the 
way of good to a large portion of his con­ 
stituency, is due to his efforts, and that 
the credit in a very large measure in ju­ 
dicial fairness belongs to him.

An army officer, writing in the United 
Sendee, boldly asserts that humanity in 
war, as commonly viewed, is altogether a 
mistake, and that the humanest methods 
of fighting are those which produce the 
most destructive effects in the shortest 
tim e. 
Upon this principle all remissions 
of what is called barbarity in war are in 
tho nature of mistakes. 
The use of ex­ 
plosive bullets, the poisoning of wells, we 
presume the employment of assassination, 
the free use of all kinds of explosives and 
destructive agencies such as Greek fire, 


the killing of the wounded, in short, the 
destruction of the enemy in as great num­ 
bers, and as quickly as possible, are justi­ 
fied on this hypothesis, and are alleged to 
be the most humane methods, because the 
best calculated to promote peace. 
The 
tendencies of mankind of late years have 
in the matter of war been much confused. 
Hum anity 
has 
insisted 
upon changes 
which serve to ameliorate hostilities, but 
science has brought all destructive agen­ 
cies to a greater pitch of deadlincss than 
ever before. 
The subject ia clearly one 
concerning which a great deal may be said 
on both sides.

R elief for the C alifornia Stale University 
—T ill it to M ineral Lands—I'nfoundcd 
Report—Request tiran ted. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 11th.—Senator Far­ 
ley to-day introduced a bill for the relief of 
the California State University, which was 
prepared and sent to him by the Regents of 
that institution. 
It provides for the accept­ 
ance by tho Commissioner of the General 
Land Office of the deed dated September 4, 
1878, from the State of California to the 
United States, relinquishing all claim to the 
lands therein described, which were applied 
for by California under tlie Agricultural Col­ 
lege Act, and requires all those sections to be 
canceled, upon receipt of 
satisfactory evi­ 
dence that title to said lands so relinquished 
is not incumbered. 
The statement telegraphed from Washing­ 
ton last night that the House Mining Com­ 
mittee yesterday took action upon various 
specified sections of the Public Land Com­ 
missions’ bill in regard to tho method of 
acquiring title to mineral land, the area of 
mining claims, etc., was wholly incorrect. 
The committee have not acted on any portion 
of this bill. 
The meeting of yesterday was 
without a quorum until near the hour for 
adjournment. 
Two sections were then read 
and discussed, hut, together with the rest of 
the bill, were left for action at the next meet­ 
ing. 
Another unfortunate report recently tele­ 
graphed from this city seems worthy of cor­ 
rection, namely, that the California delega­ 
tion had held a meeting, at which they de­ 
cided to do nothing at present in regard to 
the condition of affairs at San Francisco. ] 
No such meeting has been held, nor have the 
delegation made any agreement bearing 011 
this subject, except that they will do every­ 
thing in their power to procure the passage, 
at the earliest possible date, of a bill to re­ 
strict Chinese emigration. 
A request was received at the War De­ 
partment to-day from the California State 
authorities that 300 Springfield rifles be held 
at the Benicia Arsenal subject to the order of 
the Governor, in ease of an emergency seem­ 
ing to require their use. 
The request was 
granted, and the appropriate order tele­ 
graphed. 
Continents o f 
Ensloru Papers on Sau 
Francisco Afluir*. 
N e w Y o r k , March 11th.—The Tribune 
says: The Citizens’ Protective Union is to 
all intents aud purposes a Vigilance Commit­ 
tee. 
There is reason to hope that the sum­ 
mary processes of 18.ro will not now be 
thought necessary. Formerly the Courts and 
nearly all the municipal officers were in sym­ 
pathy with the criminal class. 
A t present 
the Mayor and Sheriff side with the mob.' 
But the Chief of Police does not. 
There is 
no complaint of theJiqlgesor public prose­ 
cutors, and there is a loyal miiitia under the 
orders of a respectable Governor. 
These are 
agencies with which the Citizens’ Committee 
can well co-operatc. 
The Times says : K alloc! 1, who was elected 
by men of the sand lots, vehemently declares 
that no violence is to bo feared from those 
who are usually classed as Kearney ites, and 
that tire vague insinuations and open charges 
contained in the address of the Citizens’ Pro­ 
tective Union are false and slanderous. Thus 
the issue between thS chief municipal officer 
of San Francisco and the subs tan rial and 
peaceful citizens is clearly drawn. 
Kalloch’e 
ij uipathies are avowedly with the creatures 
who counsel the hanging of prominent busi­ 
ness men and the institution of a reign of 
lynch law. 
This complicates the difficulties 
of the situation, and increases the risk of vio­ 
lent collisions. 
The Herald says : 
The truth is that the 
preparations for putting down the disturbers 
are so efficient, aud the order-loving citizens 
of San Francisco are so determined that in­ 
tending rioters are cowed and forced by their 
fears to disavow their incendiary threats. 
Their cowardice makes them pcse in the 
ridiculous at'.itude of martyrs and injured 
supporters of tieace and order. 
“ I vouch to 
the world for them,” says the indignant 
Ivalloch, “ that they will so continue.” 
The World says : 
Kearney and Kallocb, 
it seems, have gone about as far as the decent 
people of San Francisco will permit them to 
go. 
The Citizens’ Protective Union of to­ 
day seems tobe very like the Vigilance Com­ 
mittee of the early days of California, and 
there are men who were inadvertently per­ 
mitted to survive the searching grand in­ 
quest of the first Vigilance Committee of 
San Francisco who can tell Mr. Kearney 
that he will find a Vigilance Committee iu 
that eitv to be monstrous and business-like— 
a body which does not seek for any votes, and 
upon which, therefore, the eloquence of Kear­ 
ney cannot have tho slightest effect. 
No 
doubt the decent citizens of Ban Francisco 
are much to blame for permitting the elec­ 
tion of a man like Kalloch to the Mayoralty. 
They have already paid for that error in tue 
disgrace which Kalloch has brought upon the 
city, ar.d they are evidently not disposed to 
h:itfer any more cither in purse or person. 
For tbi3 they can hardly be blamed. 
They 
have waited until a breach of the peace was 
seriously threatened, and uutil a breach of 
the peace had been encouraged by the Mayor 
of the city. 
They have now given warning, 
without bluster, that the peace must be kept, 
even though tho constituted authorities re­ 
fuse to keep it. 
Kalloch’s proclamation, 
which is published to-day, is, on the other 
hand, evidence of bluster. 
It is safe enough, 
since there is no intention on the part of any­ 
body to prevent Kalloch ami Kearney from 
sr.ying whatever they like. 
It is not at least 
likely, however, that after the warning they 
have received, either ot them, or any of their 
eon federates, will take any practical steps 
towards abating the “ nuisance” of Chiua- 
town by meaus of mobs or hoodlumH. 
The San says of the military preparations 
in San Francisco : What authority is there 
for this demonstration ? 
No proclamation 
from the Governor of California announces an 
insurrection in the State. 
No constitutional 
call has been made by him or by the State 
Legislature upon the Federal authorities. It 
seems that Mr. Bee, Vice-Consul for China, 
has busied himself in the matter, and has 
written to Hayes, but nobody pretends that 
a condition of affairs exists in which the army 
may perform duties incumbent on the police 
aud militia. 
California’s militia are effective 
troops. 
N ot long ago a team representing 
the militia marksmen of the Pacific coast 
vanquished all other militia teams at Creed- 
moor, and thus demonstrated that in one of 
the most essential qualifications of soldiers 
they were proficient. 
How is it, then, that 
with no requisition for troops, and no exist­ 
ing insurrection, the regulars from all over 
the Pacific States are summoned to San 
Francisco? 
In another editorial the Sun gays: In Sac­ 
ramento yesterday the Republicans elected 
their municipal ticket except tjie Chief of 
Police, who was secured by the Democrats 
and Workingmen. As things go now in Cali­ 
fornia, that exception is rather important. 
N ew Y ork, March 11th.—The Commercial 
Bulletin declares that the growth of the 
communistic element in California is mainly 
attributable to the indifference of the better 
class of the community to the evil in its in­ 
cipient stages. 
W ith half the energy mer­ 
chants and business men are exhibiting now 
to suppress' them, the sand-lot statesmen 
could never have m»?e such headway. 
We 
have a striking proof of their ability to put 
down the d-ngerous element, when they so 
determine, in the result of the election at 
Oakland on Tuesday. 
Let men of property 
and capital and friends of social crder per­ 
form their full duty as citizens on all preqier 
occasions, and such a quasi reign of terror as 
now impends iu San Francisco, would be im­ 
possible. 
Chicago, March H th.—The Journal says: 
DeDis Kearney, the San Francisco blather­ 
skite leader of the hoodlums, was arrested by 
the police of that city this morning for 
threats of violence and lawlessness made in a 
recent harangue. 
He was released on baiL 
If this arrest was necessary, what shall we 
think of the Rev. Mayor Kailoch’s recent 
proclamation to the effect that there is no 
danger of trouble from Kearney’s followers ? 


A Pro-Chinese Crasade 
N ew YObk, March 11th.—The Herald has 
this : Mrs. Sargent, in an interview with a 


reporter yesterday said : “ I intend shortly 
to commence a series of anti-Kearney lectures 
in New York. 
I will show the Chinese prob­ 
lem in its true colors. 
The proceeds of these 
lectures will be turned into a general fund for 
the purpose of aiding the Chinese to emigrate 
from San Francisco to New York. 
It will be 
an easy matter to secure special rates and pay 
fares of one 'hundred or two hundred at a 
time, as the case may be. 
Of course, when 
the present limited exodus from California is 
accelerated by the inducements which New 
York will offer, the Mongolians will fairly 
swarm here. 
Their neatness and economy 
will soon win them favor in the cultured 
East, and the time is not far off when New 
York manufacturers will he glad to send to 
China direct for recruits to their workshops. 
Their vain - ss workmen in trades is increased 
by their dislike of strikes, and employers of 
Chinamen are sever embarrassed by desertion 
at a critical time. 
I intend, with the assist­ 
ance of my friends, to see what can be done 
with the manufacturers of this city in this re­ 
spect. 
There is skilled labor of every kind 
wasting iu the West, simply because a few 
ignorant people have started prejudice into 
activity.” 
Lum Bing, a well-educated Chinaman, who 
arrived here from San Francisco a few days 
ago, was visited in M ott street by a reporter. 
I fe said that the ercitemeut in California was 
due simply to talk.

W a s h in g t o n , March 11th.—The Senate 
has passed the bill for the reclamation of arid 
and waste lauds. It authorizes the Secretary 
of the Interior to contract for the sinking of 
two art, -¡an wells on the plains east of the 
Rocky Mountains, said wells to be sunk at 
such places as the Secretary may designate, 
and wherever the site of < ither of such wells 
shall be designated, the Secretary is directed 
to declare a reservation of four square miles, 
with said site as near!}-as .possible iu the cen­ 
ter thereof, and the land so surveyed shall not 
be subject to sale or disposal under the laws 
of the United States until such reservation 
has been released. 
Twenty thousand dollars 
¿ire appropriated to carey the Act into effect. 
G eneral G rant's R etu rn . 
Galena, March 11th.—The announcement 
is confirmed that General Grant will tail for 
home on the 15th. 
The General will visit 
Galveston and New Orleans, and from the 
latter city himself, in company with Mrs.

known, while that of 1879 has been only 
slightly inferior in quantity, namely, 44,000,­ 
000 bushels. 
The plains iff Central Asia, it 
is calculated by the Commissioner, will within 
a few years produce their contingent. 
The 
conditions on which American competition 
can be successfully met are that twenty-four 
bushels of wheat can be grown on one and 
two-sevenths acres, and that the cost in 
Southern Russia may not exceed from 25 to 
to 30 roubles. 
W ijli the selling price at from 
8 to 10 roubles per chetsvert of wheat (about 
81 10 per bushel), there will be a profit of 
from 7 to 10 roubles per desscatine, or S22 
per acre. 
The development of Siberia is 
going rapidly forward. 
Some thirty steamers 
carry on the trade of the river Obi, and how­ 
ever slowly the wheat productions of these . 
vast regions may be enlarged, it will still be 
sufficient to meet the extra demands of the 
European population.

B ible R evision M eeting.—At the recent 
meeting of the City Bible Society Rev. R. 
Bentley presided. Rev. I. E. Hwinell spoke 
on the history of Bible revision, and gave a 
minute account of the first translations and 
of the efforts made to secure an accurate 
copy of the origiual. 
Rev. Mr. Bentley 
spoke of the revision of the “ King James 
Bible ” and read papers in that edition and 
in Tyndale’s Bible. Rev. Mr. Wilkes spoke 
of the necessity of a revision, and pointed 
out that the original was written in symboli­ 
cal language. Rev. H. H. Rice spoke of the 
present Commission that ha3 the matter of 
revision in charge. The New Testament will 
be published in May by the committee who 
have the work in hand. They consist of 
eminent scholars in Europe and America, 
representing the scholarship of the church of 
the nineteenth century, ltev. Mr. Anderson 
spoke of the acceptance of the revision when 
it shall appear. 
'The meeting proved to be 
one of much interest to the audience. 
N ew Alarm Boxes.—Chief Engineer Sul­ 
livan yesterday placed in position three new 
firt-.larm boxes that were recently purchased 
in the East at a cost r.f S1S0 each. 
One was 
placed a t the southeast corner of Sixteenth 
and G streets, and numbered 51; another at 
the southwest coraer of Twentieth and G 
streets, and numbered 52; and the third at 
Twentieth and K streets, and numbered 54. 
The boxes erected yesterday are of a more 
recent nud improved patent than the others 
in use, and give entire satisfaction to the de­ 
partment. 
I t has been found best to use 
telegrajih poles to hold the wires, except 
where there are lofty buildings along the 
route ; consequently the wires leading to the 
new boxes, for a distance of several blocks, 
are upheld by regular posts, where they are 
less likely to be interfered with than if more 
accessible. 
A N ick L egal P oint.—I n the Police Court 
yesterday the case of Woods et al., charged 
with violating a eity ordinance which pro­ 
hibits hackinen, runners, etc., from soliciting 
business in the railroad depot, was argued on 
a point of law. The defendants, represented 
by W. A. Anderson, asked for an acquittal 
because the ordinance has not been intro­ 
duced in proof by the prosecution, but T. B. 
McFarland, for the prosecution, claimed that 
a municipal Court must take judicial notice 
of the ordinances of its own municipality. 
A fter full argument, and the citation of au­ 
thorities by both attorneys, the Cour decided 
the point in favor of the prosecution.

He came to the Legislature for a purpose. 
He was not a member of either house, but 
was interested in a little i[¡dependent law­ 
making. 
He is a genial man, full of that 
quality of amiability which ¡s so acceptable 
in the social circle and makes its possessor 
a hale fellow well met everywhere. 
Indeed, 
both lie and his wife are people worth know­ 
ing, and have the art of making friends. But 
there is one failing which those who know him 
deeply deploze—he is bad pay, especially 
sluvv; he pays in time, but with him time is 
not an essential element of credit, or rather, 
it is essential, if it be long. Time with him 
is money, and hence he pay3 in time. He 
came to the Capital City with his wife and 
baby and baggage, and the lot brought up at 
the residence of an old friend, who was glad 
to see them. B ut when the first greetings 
were over, the visitor, with that charming 
frankness which ic one of the chief ingredients 
of his amiability, disclosed the real purpose 
of the call. H e expected to be in the city 
during the remainder of the legislative ses­ 
sion, and of all things desired to board with 
his friends, where his wife and child would 
have all the comforts of a home and be sur­ 
rounded by those cheerful and loving in­ 
fluences which were so characteristic of the 
fireside of his friend, and made their domes­ 
tic circle a little heaven upon earth. The 
lady of the house could not deny that the de­ 
sired association would be agreeable, but 
hesitated, nevertheless, and exhibited not a 
little embarrassment at the request, intim at­ 
ing that she scarcely felt c?pia! to the task of 
receiving boarders acdgiviugthem that atten­ 
tion which would be their due. 
But he re­ 
sponded with warmth, that they would 
be “ as of the fam ily;” there should be no 
special efforts made in their behalf, indeed, 
for 
that 
very reason 
did they desire 
to avoid the regular boarding-house and 
secure lodgment with their dear friends, 
where cold formality would be an unknown 
quantity and the laws of friendship the only 
code. 
A t this juncture the head of the 
household came upon the scene, and after 
hearty greetings were exchanged the request 
of the visitors was renewed to him.

“ But, permit me to inquire; can you 
afford such an outlay as your residence with 
us would necessitate? 
In short, what are 
your present prospects ?” 
“ Ah ! I see your drift. You want to know 
what likelihood there will be of my paying ? 
Oh 1 no offense; not the slightest, I assure 
you—not the slightest. My prospects are 
good—excellent. 
To tell you the truth— 
though, for obvious reasons, I don’t wish it 
to go further—I am here to secure the passage 
of a little bill, one quite sure to pass—quite 
sure—a bill to divide our county. Now the 
people of my town, over in our end of the 
county, are all in favor of i t ; and if the bill 
passes, and the Governor signs it, and our 
town is made county seat of the new county, 
the prominent members of my party ovet 
there have promised me to go for me in the 
Convention for the nomination for Sheriff, 
and if I get that, and am elected, I ’ll be able 
to pay you square up. So, you see, my pros­ 
pects are excellent.”

T he L amblett M urder Case.—I n tie 
Superior Court yesterday the day was occu­ 
pied with the argument of the attorneys en­ 
gaged in the case of Frank Lamblett, charged 
with wife murder. 
The Court-room was 
crowded with an audience who listened at­ 
tentively, but the general opinion seemed to 
be that the evidence was insufficent to cause 
the conviction of the defendant. 
The open­ 
ing argument for the people was made by 
D i-trict Attorney Henry 1,.

CAPITOL NOTES. 


The Republican members of the Senate 
regard their action upon the revenue bill as 
entirely relieving the Republican party from 
the position of being responsible for legisla­ 
tion producing double taxation, as every 
member voting against the bill upon its final 
passage and also upon the motion to recon­ 
sider tho vote by which the bill was pasBed 
were Republicans, and upon the latter ques­ 
tion the affirmative included the entire Re­ 
publican membership of the Senate with the 
exceptions of Messrs, Hill, Wendell and 
Zuck. 
Senator West is receiving lively attention 
by letters and newspapers from his district, 
in the southern part of the State, calling for 
explanations as to a communistic speech re­ 
ported to have been made by “ Mr. West ” in 
the recent local campaign in this city, but of 
which the Senator by that name was entirely 
innocent, and not only did not make the 
speech referred to, but was not at the meeting, 
and was guilty of elbowing around among his 
fellow-meinbers trying to fix up an arrange­ 
ment by which lie could get away with a §50, - 
000 appropriation for a Normal School at Los 
Angeles. 
The Assembly Chamber was well filled 
with ladies and gentlemen last evening, to 
hear the arguments in favor of female citi­ 
zenship. Most of the members of the Legis­ 
lature were present, and the State officers, 
with a large number of other prominent 
ladies and gentlemen. 
Mr. Gorley, of San 
Francisco, presided. Mrs. Laura ‘DeForce 
Gordon and Mrs. Clara Foltz discussed the 
legal side of their cause, and Miss Dr. Kel­ 
logg, Miss M. A. Walsh and Mrs. Ballou 
treated the subject of woman’s suffrage and 
coequality incivil rights in a general manner. 
Mrs. Ballou especially met the objection that 
“ women should not vote because they cannot 
fight,” of which she personified a standing 
denial, having been employed throughout the 
late war, both in army hospitals and upon 
the field. 
All the speeches were most re­ 
spectfully ami attentively listened to, and 
were received with frequent applause and 
quite general approval. 
After the above 
speeches were concluded the cause presented 
wa3 tmphaJzvd and warmly ind r ed with 
brief remarks by Dr. May and Mr. York. 
The character of tiie meeting and impressions 
produced were unquestionably favorable, 
and the friends of female citizenship are en­ 
tertaining considerable hope that the right of 
women to vote in matters pertaining to pub­ 
lic schools, as provided in the bill now before 
the Asembly, will become a law. 
Action 
upon the bill hail been postponed by request, 
on account of this meeting, and tv ill proba­ 
bly be taken up to-day. 
The discussion in tho Assembly upon the 
bill to prevent gaming in saloons, etc., known 
as the Pedro bill, and its final passage, at­ 
tracted great interest, and a general discus­ 
sion as to its effects and whether it would 
pass the Senate. Many denounced it in the 
most unmeasured terms, but always asserting 
that it did not affect them in the least, while 
others indorsed it as a most worthy measure, 
and thought it should receive the support of 
all who respect the welfare of the young and 
reputation of the State. 
The number of bills thus far introduced 
during the present session of the Legislature 
is 512 in the Assembly and 476 in the Senate, 
making a total of 988, out of which only 17 
of the Assembly and 20 of the Senate bills 
have thus far become laws.

I t is authoritatively stated that a suit is to 
lie commenced by the owners of the bark 
Oregon against P. B. Cornwall !¿ Co., of San 
Francisco,-owners of the bark Germania, for 
damages sustained by the f«>rmer vessel by a 
collision on the night of the 1st iust. in the 
Straits. The Captain of the Oregon states 
that his vessel was lying to at the time the 
collision took place, as lie hail been taking 
soundings. He saw the lights of the ap­ 
proaching vessel two minutes before she 
struck. 
His lights were burning brightly ut 
the time.

They are to (¿e effect 
that*Padden was engaged at the time of the 
shooting iu fencing in a piece of land iu dis­ 
pute between himself and Clark, and which 
had been cleared off by the latter.

upon his refusing to do so, she returned to 
the house, and placing a shotgun in the hands 
of her sun, aged S years, sent him forth to 
drive l’adden off.

W hat cm be more harsh than the w hite m ar­ 
ble chiinnoy-piece surrounding the coldsteel 
grate ? 
If we chose to give a large sum 
of money for a marble chimney-piece avo 
could procure one which, with the help of 
delioate sculpture, might have been made 
beautiful ; but this is no reason why we 
should spend on bare polished marble 
much more than would be necessary to 
carry out a beautiful design in wood. 
But 
not content w ith putting up white marble, 
we double the effect of it3 coldness by con­ 
trasting it with black iron or steel. 
There 
is really no excuse for this. 
Steel requires 
much cleaning to keep off rust. 
A certain 
amount of iron, of course, there m ust be, 
as it is required to stand the h e a t; but the 
heavy moldings and flat surfaces, which 
seem made on purpose to give work, 
are quite unnecessaiy. 
Grates can be 
easily procured calculated to give a large 
amount of heat for the fuel consumed, 
w ith a very small edge of iron round 
a square opening in 
front, 
delicately 
molded. 
If this be surrounded above and 
on each side w ith tiles about six or eight 
inches square, of good color and design, 
and the whole be inclosed with a good bold 
molding of painted deal or oak, the result 
is most effective, and the cost is slight. 
One or more shelves may be erected above 
on brackets or otherwise. 
All the beauty 
will depend on the proper choice of tilts, 
grate and moldings. 
In this arrangement, 
if the hearth be covered with tiles as well 
as the sides, the only thing th at requires 
anv labor to clean is the grate itself, and 
this should be made as little conspicuous as 
possible. 
Any amount of play of design 
may be given to the wooden surrounding?. 
They may be ornamented with pilasters, or 
brackets, or shelves, or panels, carried up 
to the ceiling or left three or four feet high ; 
and all this may lie done more effectively, 
as well as more cheaply, in wood than in 
marble.—[A rt Amateur.

Connors, a wildcat got in his work on the 
chicken roost and reveled in chickens for 
an hour or two, getting away with thirty- 
eight of the rasorial birds before he was 
disturbed in his work of destruction. 
The Tulare Times thinks the counties of 
Kern, Tulare and Fresno ought to have a 
fair ground, and proposes “ that a good 
site, convenient to Visalia, be secured, and 
the citizens of those counties bo invited to 
join and form a joint stock company, pur­ 
chase desirable property and fit it up for a 
district fair ground and race track.” 
We have frequently been nailed upon to 
make mention of curiosities in the animal, 
vegetable and mineral kingdoms, but the 
experience of the past is completely out­ 
done by a wonderful freak of congelation 
which is vouched for by John McGonigal, 
who for many years past has been mining 
on the north fork of Feather river, and is 
known in this community as a man of un­ 
doubted veracity. His story is that during 
the hail-storm of Wednesday, he quit work 
and went to his cabin, located a short dis­ 
tance from the claim. .Surprised at the 
fierceness of the storm he stood in the 
door and watched the hail patter on the 
rocks, when, much to his astonishment, 
something fell with a fearful crash within 
a few feet of the door, completely covering 
him with gravel, dirt and slush. After 
wiping his eyes and cleaning them of the 
mud, John again approached the door and 
discovered a large mass of ice, oval in 
shape, which he estimates weighed about 
two hundred and fifty pounds. It was 
about three feet in diameter through 
the center, and almost ten feet in circum­ 
ference, measuring lengthways. Mr. Mc­ 
Gonigal called the attention of some other 
miners to the extraordinary phenomenon, 
and with their picks the immense body was 
broken to pieces, the hailstone, if it may 
be so called, proving solid. We are at a 
loss to account for this indeed monstrous 
formation of ice, unless it be on the hy­ 
pothesis that in mountaiuous regions hail 
is but seldom seen, and then when the up­ 
per and lower portions of the atmosphere 
are in a cendition of unstable equilibrium. 
In fact, Professor Reye, of the Berlin Uni­ 
versity, in an able article lately' published 
in the Popular Science Monthly, says : ‘ ‘ We 
are indeed warranted in the general state­ 
ment that as snowflakes arcs mallest when 
formed slowly at very low temperatures 
near the freezing point, so hailstones arc 
largest when formed most rapidly, and 
have in general as their origin large snow­ 
flakes or snowballs.”—[Oroville Mercury, 
March 5th. 


C le r ic a l W it.—The late Bishop Whit- 
tingham was not destitute of true humor. 
He once “ brought down the house ” at Con­ 
vention by saying that he was continually 
in receipt of applications from Maryland 
vestries for clergy with very small families. 
“ If this goes on,” said he, “ I shall"expect 
before many ycar3 that no one may obtain 
a cure in my diocese unless he be a clergy­ 
man with a very small appetite. ” He used 
to cheer up his half-frightened candidates

He greatly re­ 
gretted this, as he would have been glad to take part 
in the deliberations of the Senate. He would be 
obliged for the same reason to be absent the next 
three or four weeks, and asked the indulgence of the 
Senate on that account. Now that lie knew his 
duties and responsibilities his resignation was at the 
disposal of his constituents whenever they choose 
to call for it. 
D.*wes submitted a resolution calling on the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior for information concerning 
the alleged killing by the soldiers of Big Snake, a 
Ponca Chief. Adopted. 
Wallace introduced a joint resolution for the en­ 
forcement of the eight-hour law. 
Porter's bill was taken up, and Jones of Florida 
took the floor. 
Allison announced that he would ask for the con­ 
sideration of the fortification bill immediately after 
Jor.es’ remarks. 
A question arising as to where that would leave 
Porter’s hill, the Democrats showed anxiety to have 
it laid aside.
